ranging as low as $20 a month for per- 
sons with small incomes, was under 
consideration today by state depart- 
ment heads. 

The idea was advanced by John R. 
Quinn, director of the department of 
military and veterans affairs, who said 
the same method of home financing as 
is now used to aid veterans could be 
made the basis of help to non-veter- 
ans. 

In a presentation to members of the 
governor’s council meeting yesterday, 
Quinn said an adaptation of the vet- 
erans’ plan would make it possible for 
California to remove the social evil 
of inadequate housing for the poor, on 
a sound basis and without resorting to 
federal subsidies. 

Under Quinn’s idea, the state pro- 
bably would underwrite a $10,000,000 
bond issue, build the houses and rent 
them to non-veterans earning $80 a 
month or slightly above that fgiure. 

Cost could be covered, he said, by 
rents of $20 monthly, amortized on a, 
30-year term payment basis and fig- 
uring interest at 4 per cent. 

Legislative enactment would be ne- 
cessary, however, amending the pres- 
ent law which permits only war veter- | 
ans to take advantage of the veterans’ 
home assistance plan.
